PROGRESSIVES, AS 


TO FORM BRAND XEW PARTY 


Organization Meeting of Anti-Reac- 


tionaries Culled for St. Louis for 


February for That Purpose 


From the free use of the word 


"liberal" at the Hotel Manhattan yes 
terday it appeared likely that the 
remnant of the old Progressive Party 
which refused to align itself with the 
reactionaries 
of 
the 
Republican 


Party may adopt that word as the 
name of a new national organization 
at a meeting to be held in St. Louis 
late in February. 


The Hotel Manhattan gathering 


was 
one 
of 
irreconcibles. Col. 


Roosevelt was referred to as ''the 
Colonel who led us at Chicago in 
1912," and one speaker referred to 
the "plot" which had its inception at 
the • Gary dinner a year ago and its | 
culmination 
in 
the 1916 platform I 


that "soft pedalled social pustice" 
and emasculated the party platform 
of four years before. 


It was John J.O'Cohtiell of this city 


•who made these remarks -and he was 
responsible for the long resolutions 
which the meeting of which Matthew 
Hale of Boston was Chairman, finally 
adopted. The resolutions in 'substance 
called for a separate entity for the 
Progressive Party at all times. 


The resolutions reaffirmed the!912 


platform, expressed unwillingness to 
combine with the Old Guard of any 
party but offered to co-operate with 
the liberal element in all parties with 
out bartering. The 
desire was ex- 


pressed that the "liberals of the Na- 
tion" be brought together, and the 
meeting pledged itself to disregard 
past affiliations with other parties 
and even the choice of the Progres- 
sives this year. 


There were about forty men at the 


meeting, including J. A. Hopkins 
of New Jersey, Mr. O'Connell, Mr. 
Hale, J. M. McCormick. of 
Texas, 


Frank B. Pope of Vermont, W. H. 
Nichols, of Vermont, Edward TM. Har- 
ris O.f Rhode Island, "W. P.' Boland, H. 
A. Bomberger and J. C. Parker-of 
Pennsylvania, and' Michael 
Schaap 


of New' York. While thirty-six States 
•were represented by individuals or by 
letter, most of those present came 
from nearby States. 


There was much discussion 
over 


the St. Youis meeting and it was 
finally left to Mr. Hale to appoint a 
committee to make arrangements. He 
deferred doing this until he can con- 
fer with Judge Norton! of Missouri. 
The meeting at which all States will 
be well represented, is to be held 
around Washington's Birthday, and 
those present are to be Progressives, 
no Democrats or Republicans being 
invited. 


While this was being talked of the 


point was raised that the opposing 
faction, headed by George W. Per- 
kins, might try to pack the meeting 
and steal the new organization. 
It 


was agreed that this would 
never 


do, but Mr. Hale made the point that 
in many States the Progressives now 
have no organization. Between now 
and February, however, he is 
to 


sound out the former members of the 
party in the various States.and where 
he 
can count on the 
loyalty of 
a 


State Chairman or a former National 
Committeeman that individual 
will 


be looked to to send a delegation 
from his State to St. Louis. 


With reference to the other States 


Mr. Hale will begin the formation of 
a wholly new organization by cor- 
responding with men from whom he 
has heard by letter.

Santa Glaus Captured 


The question of proper ventilation 


(hiring the winter months is one 
which it is quite difficult for many 
people to solve. 


It is apparent to almost everybody 


that the admission of pure air is nec- 
essary if efficient work is to be per- 
formed in office and schools and if 
refreshing sleep is desired by night. 
The fresh air does not depend upon 
the temperature and can be supplied 
by a proper heating and ventilating 
system. 


The opening of windows while it 


admits the fresh air, often causes 
drafts which are uncomfortable, not 
to say injurious.. Where a number, 
of people are occupied iii a room it 
is often a cause of subjecting one 
or two to exposure if the 'Windows 
are 
opened, to secure ventilation. 


This can be avoided by an ample 
supply of warmed air. 


Numerous devices, more or less ex- 


pensive, have been placed on. the mar- 
ket but are not always satisfactory. 
The most economical 
and at 
the 


same time probably the most efficient 
ventilating 
device is one made of 


glass or wood eight or ten inches in 
height and made the width of the 
sash. 
This should be placed tinder 


the sash with a slant from the bot- 
tom to the top at an angle of 45 de- 
grees, leaving an opening at the top 
covered with cheese .cloth. 


Ventilators 
of this sort are 
so 


simple that they can be made at 
small cost anywhere and the cover- 
ing can be readily replaced. They are 
suitable for office and school'room, 
living rooms and bed rooms. They 
permit reasonable ventilation with- 
out too great a loss of heat and pre- 
vent that stuffiness of atmosphere 
which is dangerous to health and. de- 
structive to real comfort during the 
winter months. 
This device leaves 


an opening • between the upper and 
lower sash through which the used 
air of the room may escape.

178 BUCKS KILLED 


DURING DEER SEASON 


Waynesboro, Pa., Dec. 18.—Jesse

It had four deer on the automobile 
truck. These were brought down by 
George Overcash, Frank Creps, Clar- 
ence Stoops and John Sheldon. 


The dub championship for the sea- 


son on the Franklin county side of 
the Blue Ridge mountains goes to 
the Statley Gun and Rifle Club, near 
Mont Alto, which broke camp yester- 
day and loaded on its wagon nine 
fine deer.

county, which had the champion

DOOMS POSTMASTER PLUMS 


Burleson to Urge Appointments Un- 


der Civil Service. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17- -Plans 


by which the present 
method of 


Presidential appointment of post- 
masters will be abolished and ap- 
pointments made instead under the 
Civil Service are under considera- 
tion by the Post Office Department. 
Postmaster General Burleson, who is 
preparing his annual report, is ex- 
pected to recommend that Congress 
this winter pass a law to this effect. 


If adopted the act will take away 


from members of Congress their in- 
fluence in the selection of postmas- 
ters and remove from politics a sub- 
ject of patronage the country over. 
Among many members of Congress 
there is a strong sentiment for the 
law. 


The department it is said has been 


handicapped in some of its progress- 
ive measures because postmasters 
were chosen for their popularity rath- 
er than for their business ability. 


The plans proposed would make 


postmastership a business which a 
man must qualify for before receiv- 
ing an appointment. It would make 
possible the promc-tion of a post- 
master from a small office to a larger 
one, and instead 'of instilling a post- 
master for a four-year term to re- 
main in one place^he would be in- 
stalled in the office he is best fitted 
for. 
| _ 


If it were found that a postmaster 


serving in an office with receipts of 
$10,000 were qualified to serve in an 
office with receipts of $100,000 he 
would be in line for promotion to 
such an office. 


By this method the service, it is 


declared would be improved and at 
the same time would be economized 
and placed on a business basis. 


The proposed change would affect 


9192 postmasters, the number now 
appointed by the President. Of these 
567 are first class, 2212 second class, 
6413 third class.

Court House according to scheduled 
time on Wednesday and the meeting 
proceeded to the end with much life 
and spirit.

tional 
representatives displayed a 


keen interest and manifested a great 
desire to help in the discussion of 
the work. 


The first speaker was Dr. Tapy, 


who discussed the problems of keep- 
ing the boys and girls on the farm. 


He explained the ancient relation- 


ship of city and l,amf life *and said 
the gate from city to country, need 
country to city were closed but today 
they are wide open and he^hoped to 
keep them so. He said there were 
several reasons why boys wanted to 
go to the city. 


The first was of a psychological 


nature and was to satisfy his spirit 
of adventure. The same reason led 
to the colonization of America, the 
settling of the West, hunting and ex- 
ploring trips and no one can wholly 
get away from the spirit of adventure 


The second reason was the busy 


life of a city which appeals to boys, 
an economic reason. 


The next is sociological, he doesn't 


like to be alone, he is gregarious, 
like crowds. 


Fourth, he finds conveniences in 


the city he doesn't find any place 
else, street cars, churches, schools, 
light heat, more pay and shorter 
hours, recreation and shows. 


The fifth reason is that he can ex- 


ercise leadership in the city, which 
he is taught in the country. Country 
produces smart and pious men and 
women and developes the will power 
of people which make leaders. Teach- 
es self reliance. 
Knowing-6fr,powers, 


develops eriergy and quickness to act. 
Developes healthv through pure air 
and food, and proper excerise 


For the sturdy manhood in coun- 


try the city offers expansion and the 
country makes boys responsible. The 
country also develops power of ex- 
pression that city does not. 
Have 


no great access to papers and books, 
and therefore cannot merely read and 
let that suffice, but must form opin- 
ion of his own. A boy becomes in- 
dependent in the country, yet with 
some this independence becomes do- 
mination. 


Now how would you stop the imi- 


gration of boys to city? 


Preach "not back to the farm, but 


forward to the land." All idle talk 
to tell boys that some one must farm 
or all will starve 
It has no convic- 


tions with the boy. 
Fewer people 


produce than consume. Teach him 
the conviences of the farm and es- 
tablish the city conviences on the 
farm that have been established in 
the city. 


In the afternoon of Wednesday, 


Dr. H. I. Shoenthal read a paper on 
the sanation , management and beau- 
tifying of the school grounds. 
He 


emphasized the fact that trie school 
grounds should be centers of social 
events for the boj s _and girlsjthe year 
round. 
School grounds should be 


well drained and kept and outbuild- 
ings free from filth and screened.

ley Telephone Company. Commiss-

Rilling 
wrote the

which is modeled upon previous de- 
cisions in which public utilities have 
been forbidden to enter occupied ter- 
ritory. 


The Perry county company is a

UNTO US A SON IS GIVEN.

LESSON TEXT—Isaiah 9:1-7. 
GOLDEN TEXT—For unto us a child 
is born, unto us a son is given; and the 
government shall be upon his shoulders; 
and his name shall be called "Wonderful, 
Counsellor, the Mighty God, tbe Everlast- 
ing Father, the Prince of Peace.—Isa.J>:6 


The Christmas lesson naturally and 


logically follows the three lessons we 
have just had from the book of the 
Revelation where Jesus in his glory 
had been portrayed, and the ultimate 
success of his work is foreseen in the 
new heaven and the new earth. Isaiah 
saw the vision of his first coming. John 
saw the vision of his second coming, 
•when what he began the first time 
shall ultimately be accomplished. The 
prophecy here spoken was uttered dur- 
ing the reign of Ahaz, B. C. 738 to 
723. The king of Assyria was attack- 
ing Syria. The tribes of northern Is- 
rael were carried away as captives. 
Judah was in danger of invasion. (See 
n Kings 15:29.) Isaiah was preach- 
ing in his home city, Jerusalem. His 
vision of the Messiah Savior was not 
more than-800 years before John saw 
the vision of the glorified Jesus. 


I. Darkness Versus Light (w. 1-5). 


We need to go back iato the eighth 
chapter to get the full historical situa- 
tion 3f this part of the lesson. Ahaz, 
trembling In Jerusalem, had with him 
the Prophet Isaiah, the wisest 'and 
greatest man in fiis kingdom? yet Ahaz 
listened m>t to his -words of warning 
and rebuke. 
He dogge'dly pursue"d his 


own course and sought help in every 
other quarter than the right one. This 
explains Isaiah's words, "The people 
that walked'in darkness." Primarily 
he may have referred to those of the 
lands of Zebulon and Naphtali, the 
Galilee of the nations (John 1:46; 
7:52) and the light which shone in 
them, which'was the light of the world, 
Jesus of Nazareth (John 8:12). 
But 


there is a larger application in this 
'Verse to the "whole wo*ld which lay 
in darkness until Jesus came, and the 
whole world has seen or shall see the 
great light (Luke 1:78-79). With the 
coming of light comes the increase of 
joy (v. 3 B. v.). in Israel there is to 
be, through Christ, a wonderful in- 
crease (Isa. 49:20-22; Zech. 10:8). In 
Christ there is to be great joy, the joy 
of harvest and of victory. 
The re- 


ligion of Jesus Christ is pre-eminently 
the religion of joy (Acts 8:8; Phil. 
4:4; I Pefer 1:8) but the Child that 
was to be born was to be a Deliverer 
tab, for the'"ybke"df burden" ^waS'atfax 
of $1,800,000 that had recently been, 
levied "by -the king of -Assyria. It was 
fa "^}ght>of' thicfejdarknesS for Israel. 
Then, even as now, we have the moral 
darkness. 
(Read Rom. 1:20-32.) But 


the prophet saw the joy of deliverance. 
Jerusalem had been left in peace, 
Hezebinh succeeded his father, Ahaz, 
and entered upon a religious revival in. 
the kingdom. The p'eople who "had 
walked in darkness had seen a new 
light. 
The prophet saw the dawning 


rays through the midst of this darj£- 
ness of ignorance being removed. He 
also saw-the coming of the Light "Of 
Men 700 years later, and the multi- 
plication of the nations, the increase 
of their joy.

II. Unto Us a Son Is Born (vv. 6-7). 


The greatest joy-for-Israel'in Isalah'a 
time was in this vision of the Messiah, 
the promised Savior.-. Isaiah Ms look- 
Ing ahead seven centuries. 
We are 


looking back nineteen. He was to be 
king over his people. Name and- title 
is here given. (1) "Wonderful" be- 
cause of his nature, being both hu- 
man and divine. The word made flesh 
and dwelt among us. (2) "Counselor," 
one who has the wisdom to guide him- 
self and others. No one guided by him 
has ever failed of true success. 
(3) 


"The Mighty God." He was truly God 
so that we can trust him to the utter- 
most. He can also save to the utter- 
most. 
(4) "Everlasting Father," ex- 


pressing his divine loving kindness and 
self-identification with the Father. (5) 
He is also "Prince of Peace," the one 
who rules so that peace and prosper- 
Ity abide in his kingdom. 
He brings 


peace between man and God, and be- 
tween man and man. He is the peace 
of the soul as well as bringing 
peace to the soul. The completeness 
of this picture which Isaiah saw is 
the one which St. John saw, of which 
we have been recently studying. These 
two verses are marvelous ones, not 
only because of the clear prediction of 
Jesus of Nazareth, made more than 
seven centuries before his first advent, 
but marvelous also for the fullness 
and richness of the revelation they con- 
tain concerning the person, character 
and work of Christ. 


Our Lord's earth life began at Beth- 


lehem, but he was from all eternity 
(John 8:56-58; John 1 :l-2). 


As a man is not at peace with God 


he cannot be at peace with himself or 
his fellows; but as Jesus restores 
peace between man and God, he also 
restores peace to the heart of the in- 
dividual (Phil. 4:7). 


Sunday school officers and teachers 


should rcnii7e the difference botwefix 
the peace with Go'l (Rom 5:1) and 
the peace of God (PHI. 4:7).

which has been stuffed to repletion. 
A great deal has been accomplished 
in the reduction of infant mortality 
because we are able to control what 
infants may eat. 
Adults must for 


themselves exercise this as self-con- 
trol. If this is done there will be a 
decline in our adult mortality rates 
and an increase in health and effi- 
ciency.
